5. The following Is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: As previously 
indicated, Chapman et ar405 teaches amine compounds HN(CH2CH2CN)2 and 
HN{CH2CN)2, both of which teach present amine compound of formula (1 ) of claims 4,6, 
and 8; Stewart (Australian Journal of Chemistry, 33(1), pg.121-9) teaches the 
compound {H2N)(Me)(Me)C-C(0)-0-CH2-CN, which teaches present amine compound 
of the formula (3) of claims 4. 6, and 8; Jelinek'349 teaches the compound, 1- 
aziridinepropionic acid ester, 2-cyanoethyl ester, which teaches present amine 
compound of the formula (4) of claims 4, 6, and 8; and Banaslak et al (EP763) teaches 
the compound, 4-morphoIineacetic acid, 2,6-dimethyl-, 2-cyanoethyl ester, which 
teaches present amine compound of the fonnula (4) of claims 4, 6, and 8. However, 
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none of those cited references teaches or suggests the resist composition of claim 4, 
the positive resist composition of claim 6, and the negative resist composition of claim 8. 
Also, none of the cited references teaches or suggests the specific amine compounds of 
present claims 1 0 and 1 1 .
